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PROPOSED TAXES 
MOST SWEEPING 
, AE KNOWNINU.S. 


Provisions of War Revenue 
Bill Reach Virtually Every- 
thing That Enters Into 
Family as Well as Com- 
mercial Life. 


Measure Designed to Raise 
About $1,800,000,000 of 
Revenue in Year Is Ready 
to Go to Congress. 


Heaviest Burden on In- 
comes, Excess Profits, In- 
heritances, and Imports, 
None of Which Will Be 
Free. 


WASHINGTON, May %—The new 
war tax bill, ready for Congress to- 
day, proposes probably the most ex- 
tensive and greatest line of taxation 
ever faced by the American people. 

To make up a yearly income of 
$1,800,000,000 the measure provides 
for doubling of normal income tax 
retes, with reduction of exemptions; 
increases of surtaxes un great in- 
ccomes;. absolute elimination of the 
tariff free list, with the imposition 


of a minimum duty of 10 per cent, 
und a horizontal increase of 10 per 
cent on all articles now taxable; in- 
@leases in internal revenue taxes, and 
new taxes which reach to the remote 
denartments of business and house- 
hold life. 

Increases in postage rates include 
newspapers, which it is proposed to 
charge by the parcel post zone sys- 
tem. Publishers who are hurrying to 
Washington, and some who conferred 
tcday with Ways and Means Commit- 
tee members, said that sich a line of 
taxation on them as is proposed vir- 
tually would force many out of busi- 
néss. Mailing charges “or papers of 
average circulatiqn, they said, would 
bu increased many thousands of dol- 
lara yearly. 

One draft of the bill proposed to 
impose @ tax of 5 per cent on receipts 
from advertising, but in the measure 
firally prepared for the House this 
\ax Was made to apply to newspapers 
and periodicals. 


Some of New Taxes.. 


The new taxes include levies on 
life and fife insurance, on household 
electric light bills, telephone bills, 
rvilroad tickets, admissions to amuse- 
inents, club dues, automobiles, pleas- 
ure boats, jewelry and practically ev- 
erything that enters into the life of 
a family. In an effort to spread the 
taxation over the business life as well 
us the eccial life of the nation, new 
taxes are. proposed on corporations, 
on excess profits and other elements 
of commerce. 

Most of the revenue would come from 
these taxes: 

-On tncomes, normal rate of 4 per cent 
for individuals, with exemptions of $200 
for married persons and $1000 for unmar- 
ried, and graduated super taxes on in- 
comes of more than $5000; 6 per cent on 
corporations; increased taxes to be oef- 
fective from Jan. 1, 1917. 

On excess profits, 16 per cent. 

On inheritances, new taxes by a grad- 
vated scale running from % to 16 per 
cent, present inheritances to remain. 

On tmports, all existing tariff duties 
rained 16 per cent and 10 per cent duty 
imposed on articles now_admitted free 

The flat increase in tariff levies 
were written into the bill by the 
House committee yesterday to bring 
the amount to be raised up to the de- 
sired tetal. The increases are ¢s- 
timated to bring in $240,000,000, this 
more than doubling the present tar- 
iff revenues. Other than income 
taxes, which are to be retroactive, 
would become effective on the sign- 
ing of the bill. — 

The income tax increases, applying 
to both personal and corporation in- 
comes, are designed to produce $533,- 
000,000 more than the present income 
tax receipts. 

Most of the new revenue, under 
the bill, would come from the income, 
excess profits and inheritance taxes 
and additional tariff duties, but the 
levies of the bill would reach into 
many other sources, among them mail 
rates, while $19,600,000 would be 
added to charges against newspapers 
under the proposed new system based 
on the present parce) post zones. 


Seper Tax on Incomes. 

Beginning with incomes of $5,000, 
graduated super taxes would be im- 
posed in addition to the normal 4 
per cent, ranging up to 33 per cent 
on all incomes over a half million 
dollars a year.

ARMY BILL CONFERENCE STILL 
DEADLOCKED AS TO ROOSEVELT 


Gnly Hepe of Compromise - aid to Be 
Chance That Senate Will Recede 
From Position. 


WASHINGTON, May 9%.—Conferees of 
the House and Senate on the war army 
bill are trying today to compromise 
their differences over the question of 
whether Col. Roosevelt shall be per- 
mitted, as provided by a Senate amend- 
ment, to raise a volunteer force for 


service in France. Prospects of an 
agreement on this, the main issue, seem 
to be slight. 

The only hope held out for a compro- 
mise is said to be based on a chance 
that the Senate might recede from its 
position on the question. In that case, 
it is said, the House conferees might 
accept the Senate amendment fixing the 
age limit of those subject to selective 
draft at 21 to 27, in lieu of the House 
provision fixing it at from 21 to #. 

Failure to reach an agreement proba- 
bly would necessitate sending the bill 
back to the two houses for further in- 
structions.

Missouri Council of Defense Would 
Give All Men Full Opportunity to 
Put Names on Books.

Excited Advances at Opening Reflect 
the Bullish Govermment 
Crop Report. 

CHICAGO, May ¢.—Excited advances 
in wheat, at the opening of the Board 
of Trade today refiected the bullish 
Government crop report which was is-

May sold from $3.07 to $3.11, which 
was from 10 to 14 cents higher than yes- 
terday’s close. 

July advanced 7% to 9 cents, selling 
at $2.40 to $2.42. 

The upward flight of prices continued 
throughout the morning. By noon the 
maximum advance was 18 cents, with 
new crop months leading the upturn. 
July soared to $2.49, as against $2.31 to 
$2.324 at yesterday's finish. Meanwhile 
May wheat commanded $3.13 and Sep- 
tember $2.08%. 


CHINESE CABINET WANTS

Views Communicated at Secret Ses- 
sion of Parliament; Stormy.

PEKIN, May 9.—Premier Tuan Chi Jui 
and the entire Cabinet attended a secret 


session of Parliament today and urged 
the adoption of a resolution declaring 
War against Germany. The resolution 
was referred to the Standing Committee 
for consideration on Thursday. 

Much opposition to the resolution de- 
veloped and there was a lengthy debate. 
In the Senate the resolution came up 
informally and caused a stormy ses- 
sion. The opposition takes the ground 
that it does not want war until the 
Cabinet is reorganized and strengthened.

CITY'S RECRUITING 
RECORD GRATIFYING 
10 GEN. BLACK 


Chief of Engineers Admits East 
May Be Misinformed as to 
Middle-West War Sentiment. 


IMPRESSION SPREAD 
Says Conduct of Missouri Con- 
gressmen May Have Put State 

in Wrong Light. 


HOW 


Brigadier-General William Black, Chief 
of Engineers of the t'nited States Army, 
stated in an interview which he gave to 
the St. Louis newspapers yesterday that 
“the people of the Middle West do not 
realize the seriousness of the national 
emergency,” and thut ‘Secretary of War 
Baker even asked me to wear my uni- 
form while on this trip,”’ the purpose 
of which was to address the river con- 
ference being held here. 

Later a Post-Disoatch reporter called 
on Gen. Black and showed him statis- 
tics establishing the fact that the Mid- 
Gle West is far in the lead in recruiting 
over the East, the calculations being 
based on population. The General then 
explained that he had been merely re- 
peating reports and impressions current 
in the East and in cfficial Washington. 
He expressed his pleasure at the refuta- 
tion of these opinions in such ejacula- 
tions as ‘‘Fine!"’ and ‘‘Bully!’’ 

In a table published last Saturday and 
Sunday, the Post-Dispatch,_taking the 
State quotas and calculating those of 
leading cities on the basis of popula- 
tion, showed that their percentages of 
enlistments up to that time were as 
follows: Chicago, 118 per cent; Detroit, 
101 per cent; Pittsburg, 97 per cent; St. 
Louis, 70 per cent; Cleveland, 60 per 
cent; Buffalo, 50 per cent; Boston, 45 per 
cent; Philadelphia, 33 per cent: New 
York, 22 per cent, and Baltimore, 17 per 
cent. 

“Bully,” Replies General, 

“T am greatly interest and gratified,” 
said Gen. Black, on its being pointed 
out that St. Louis, having contributed 
70 per cent of its quota of volunteers, 
stands fourth among the large American 
cities. He was.also informed that -in 
St. Louis alone enough men have ap- 
plied for training at the officers’ reserve 
camp at Fort Riley to supply its full 
uota of 2500 men, although it serves the 
our States of Missouri, Kansas, Colo- 
rado and Wyoming. 

“Bully!’’ exclaimed 
“That's fine.’’ 

Concerning New York’s poor showing 
in enlistments, Gen.’ Black explained 
that that city “has a tremendous popu- 
lation of aliens and is the country’s 
headquarters of Socialism and an- 
archism.’’ There, he said, were hatched 
nearly all of the conspiracies in favor 
of Germany. 

’ But in the East, the General contin- 
ued, the principles of the President’s 
war message have been proclaimed 
openly for three years, and New York 
is sustaining by far the greatest part in 
financing the war. He expressed pleas- 
ure at learning that St Louis banks and 
trust companies, by announcing their 
readiness to subscribe $25,000,000 to the 
initial issue of the liberty loan of 1917, 
put this city in third place as to the 
amount subscribed, cnly New York and 
Chicago surpassing St. Louis. 

How Impressions Spread. 

He was asked how erroneous impres- 
sions as to the zeal of the Middle West 
gained currency in the East, and re- 
plied: 

‘The conduct of some of your Missouri 
representatives in the Senate and Con- 
gress helped spread such opinions, and 
we haye not learned that these men 
have ever been rebuked by their constit- 
uencies. Reports reaching Washington 
were to the effect that the farmer class 
in Missouri is not greatly interested in 
the war, and from the farmers along 
the Mississippi River in Illinois have 
come protests against our having any 
kind of a national army. 

“The important thing is that the en- 
tire nation realize we are embarked in 
a life-and-death struggle, and that the 
energies of every citizen will be required 
to carry it to a successful conclusion.”’

STARS AND STRIPES GO 10 
FRONT WITH ARMED FORCE 


Fifty Men Largely Collegians, Leave 
Paris to Aid in Transport- 
ing Munitions. 

PARIS, May 9.—The Stars and Stripes 
appeared on the streets of Paris as the 
battle flag of an armed force this 
morning when the flag and 8 men of 
the American field service under it on 
their way to the railroad station for the 
front were acclaimed enthusiastically by 
early risers all along the route. 

Thirty-one members of the contilngeut 
are from Cornell University, and a 
graduate of Cornell, Edward Tinkhaf of 
Montclair, N. J., is in command, with 
R. T. Scully, a Princeton man, as his 
assistant. This is the first detachment 
of the American field service to bear 
arms and detailed for the transporta- 
tion of munitions to the front. 


$7,000,000 FROM ST. LOUIS 
IN NEW WAR REVENUE TAX 


Collector Moore Estimates That Re- 
celpts in City Will Be About 
Doubled. 


George H. Moore, collector of internat 
revenue for the St. Louis district, estl- 
mated today that the new war internal 
revenue taxes would cost St. Louisans 
from $7,000,000 to $8,000,000 a year. This 
will mean the virtual doubling of the 
present receipts of this internal revenue 
district, which includes the eastern half 
of Missouri. 

The increase of 83 per cent in the Fed- 
eral tax on beer will raise the revenue 
from this source from approximately %,-

THEY BLOW POSTOFFICE SAFES 


Prussic Acid to Be Placed in Bottles 
in Strong Boxes in This 
District. 

Yeggmen are to be “gassed’’ when 
they blow postoffice safes in the St. 

Louis district hereafter. 

Under a plan approved by Chief Post- 
office Inspector Reid of the local in- 
spector’s office, small bottles of prussic 
acid are to be placed in the safes. If 
a safe is blown, the bottle will be broken 
and its fumes will be dispersed. Prus- 
sic, or hydrocyanic, acid is one of the 
deadliest of poisons, and inhalation of 
its fumes, even in small quantity, is in- 
stantly fatal.

Recruiting to Be Speeded to That 
Organization Can Go Into 
Camp in Few Days 


1069 MEN REQUIRED 


Those Familiar With Railroad 
Construction and Operation 
Needed Chiefly. 


Two hundred and twenty-five applica- 
tions for membership in the Second Re- 
serve Engineer Regiment, now being re- 
cruited in St. Louis for immediate serv- 
ice in France, had been received up to ll 
o'clock this morning. Active recruiting 
began yesterday, end will be speeded, 
so that the regimant can go into camp 
within a few days. 


Most ot the officers have been select- 
ed, and enlisted men are now sought. 
Men with training ir 1ailroad work, par- 
ticularly in the coustruction and oper- 
ating branches, are chicfly desired. The 
work of the regiment will be to build 
and repair railroais in France for the 
more effective supplying of munitions 
and provisions to the men at the front. 

The Second Engineers are expected to 
be the second of nine regiments to be 
sent to France. While their work will 
not ve primarily of a military nature, it 
that their arrival will im- 
press the French and British troops 
with the fact that American troops are 
in the service. It is believed, also, that 
the Germans will hear about it. 

Col.: Ciéirtis McD. Townsend, who is 
recruiting the regiment, is to command 
it, and the Majors of the first and sec- 
battalions will be Frank G. Jonan, chief 
engineer of the Frisco Railroad, and 
John A. Laird, former president of the 
Police Board, who is a civil engineer. 
and a veteran of the Spanish War. The 
recruiting headquarters are in room 428 
Federal building, Eighth and Olive 
streets. 

To make up the regiment 1035 men and 
34 officers are required. As soon as the 
recruiting has proceeded far enough to 
send the men to camp ‘hear St. Loula, 
Col. Townsend will take charge of their 
training there, and the work of recruit- 
ing will the left to a medical examiner. 


Quartermaster Reserve 
First "Yicutennns Roland R. Ree holdt 


of the First Regiment, National Guard, 
has been appointed recruiting officer 
in St. Louis for the quartermaster re. 
serve corps, and will receive volun- 
teers in room 315 at the old custom 
house, Third and Olive streets, where 
he also has recruiting headquarters for 
the signal corps. 

The father of the tdea is Col. Daniel 
McCarthy of Chicago, quartermaster of 
the Central Department of the Army, 
and he began today a campaign to en- 
list 5000 additional men in the depart- 
ment. 

Lieut. Reinholdt explained that men 
were wanted here chiefly in the trades 
of clerks, wagoners, wagon-makers. 
horseshoers, teamsters and blacksmiths; 
and that the col'ps also requires bakers, 
carpenters, chauffeurs, cooks, electric- 
ilans, saddlers, machinists, saddlers and 
harnessmakers, The pay will range from 
$21 a month for teamsters to $50 a 
month for skilled mechanics. 

Lieut. Reinholdt has not been instruct- 
ed to recruit any specified number of 
men here, and will take all he can get. 
For the signal corps he has enlisted 60 
men from the Bell Telephone Co., and 
hopes to obtain an equal number from 
the Kinloch company. These recruits 
have not*been called into service, but 
have been sworn in. 

In addition to St. Louis, there will be 
recruiting offices for the quartermas- 
ter corps of the Central Department at 
Cleveland, Detroit, Toledo, Milwaukee, 
Kansas City, Denver, Omaha, Minne- 
apolis, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Spring- 
field, Iil., and Chicago. 

The figures for recruiting in St. Louis 
yesterday were as follows: Regular 
army, 114 accepted out of 126 applicants; 
marines, 4 accepted out of 83 appli- 
cants: and’ navy, 99 enlisted out of 217 
applicants. At the downtown station of 
the Fifth Regiment 45 were accepted out 
Six men enlisted for 
the new artillery batteries, at their sta- 
tion, 304 North Sixth street. 

Yesterday’s recruits for the marines 
made a record for that office. It was 
announced that in the week of June 
10 there will be a national campaign to 
enlist 4000 men for the marines. The 
present rate of recruiting for this serv- 
ice all over the country is about 2000 
every 10 days.

Instructor and Army Student 
Aviator Lose Lives When Ma- 
chine Drops at New Port News 


NEWPORT NEWS; Va., May 9.~Vic- 
tor Carlstrom, aviation instructor at the 
Atlantic Coast Aeronautical Station 
here, and Carey B. Epes of Newport 
News, an army student aviator, were 
almost instantly killed today when their 
machine collapsed at an altitude of 
about 2500 feet. 

The machine was smashed and the 
bodies of the aviators mangled almost 
beyond recognition. Hundreds of per- 


sons in various sections of the city saw 
the accident, including school children. 


Caristrom was giving Epes his first 


lesson. They rapidly rose to about %600 
feet and were flying smoothly when the 
machine suddenly crumpled up and 
plunged downward. As it fel observers 
saw the right wing sailing after it. It 
had given way and caused the remainder 
of the plane to collapse. 

Carlistrom reached the zeinth of his 
fame when he flew from Chicago to New 
York several months ago. Before that he 
had flown from Newport News to New 
York without a stop, setting a record for 
cross-country flying. Caristrom also 
held the American record for altitude 
with pilot and one passenger, having as- 
cended to a height of 16,600 feet here a 
year ago. A few weeks ago, Caristrom 
received an appointment as first leu- 
tenant in the Army Aviation Reserve 
Corps. 


U-BOAT SINKINGS FOR WEEK 
SAID TO BE MUCH REDUCED 


LONDON, May 3%.—A substantial de- 
crease in the number of sinkings by sub- 
marines in the last week will be shown 
in the forthcoming weekly report of 
shipping losses. In fact, it {s stated 
the report will show the smallest losses 
ix; the last three weeks.

SHOWS GERMANY NEED NOT 
DEMAND A CASH INDEMNITY 


Official Organ of Bavarian Premier Who Is Back 
From Vienna Conference Points Out 


Possible Peace Terms. 


COPENHAGEN, May 9.—The Bava- 
rian Staats Zeitung, the semil-offictal 
Bavarian newspaper and the personal 
organ of Premier Count Hertling, pub- 
lishes an inspired article denying the 
necessity of Germany’s demanding a 
cash indemnity as one of her peace con 
ditions. Count Hertling has just re- 
turned from a visit to Vienna, where 
he had conferences with Emperor 
Charles and Foreign Minister Czernin. 
The German newspapers claim these 
conferences were intended to find a 
common ground between Count Czer- 
nin’s suggestions of peace without an- 
nexation and Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg’s peace program. 

Count Hertling is chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Rundesrat (Federal Council) and other 
dispatches today -eport he is in Berlin, 
ostensibly to preside at a meeting of 
that committee. 

The article in the Staats Zeitung is 
regarded in view of the circumstances 
as important as reflecting the ideas 
of the Bavarian Prime Minister. It 
suggests that an agreement to supply 
needed raw materials at a low price or 
perhaps free might be a substitute for 
@ cash indemnity. The writer goes on 
to declare that an agreement to per- 
mit German trade on its former terms in 
the old markets, the return of German 
ships and the surrender of German 
Colonies would be the equivalent of 
billions of indemnity. 

In conclusion the article declares that

SAYS VON REPPERT 
HAS QUUT ALLIANCE 


Committee of German-American 
Society Reports Having Re- 
ceived Lawyer’s Resignation, 


United States District Attorney Oliv- 
er today announced that a special com- 
mittee of the German-American Al- 
ifance called on him. Monday and told 


him that it had demanded and had re- 
ceived the resignation of Kurt von Rep- 
pert, an attorney, from membership in 
the alliance. 

Von Reppert, before and since the 
declaration of a state of war with Ger- 
many, was outspoken in his criticisms 
of President Wilson and the administra- 
tion: His remarks at a meeting of the 
alliance about two weeks ago: caused 
Henry A. Kersting, Associate City Coun- 
selor, to resign from the organization, of 
which Kersting formerly was président. 


The committee which calied on Dis- } 


trict Attorney Oliver was made up 
or F, W. Keck, president; Hans Wulff, 
vice president, and John Gewinner Jr., 
a director of the alliance. 

The District Attorney today said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
committeemen told him that the pub-¥ 
licity attending the disloyal remarks 
of a member had caused the organiza- 
tion to suffer. The alliance, they said, 
did not stand for such utterances. 

They had not before mentioned Von 
Reppert by name, but after these pre- 
liminary remarks they informed the Dis- 
trict Attorney that they had asked Von 
Reppert for his resignation. They said 
that they at that time had it in their 
possession and they did not doubt but 
that it would be accepted by the al- 
liance. The next regular meeting is set 
for May 18. 

The committeemen, Oliver continued, 
asked him, in view of Von Reppert’s 
resignation, to issue a public statement 
to the effect that the German-American 
Alliance is composed of citizens whose 
loyalty is beyond question and that it 
would not support. any member who 
made disloyal utterances. 

Oliver Prepures Statement. 

Oliver said that in recognition of their 
request he was preparing a formal state- 
ment as to the character of the German- 
American Alliance. 

Each of the three committeemen was 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter. All 
said the visit to the District Attorney 
had been made, but any further state- 
ment must come from him. 

Von Reppert, when told of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s announcement, said: 
“T have not resigned. No one holds 
my resignation. I have not been re- 
quested to resign and the members of 
the committee have no authority to 
force me to resign. There must be 
some mistake.” 


PRICES ON STOCK MARKET 
DROP TWO TO SIX POINTS 


Liquidation in New York Appeared to 
Be Provoked by Publication of Gov- 
ernment’s War Tax Policy. 
NEW YORK, May 9.—Crumbling prices 
at the opening of the stock market to- 
day extended' during the forenoon trad- 
ing into a severe break, which carried, 
the market down from 2 to 6 points ia

The liquidation appeared to be pro- 
voked chiefly by the publication of the 
Government’s war taxation policy. 

The market was icverish and unset- 
tled.

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HOTELS SWINDLED BY BAD 
CHECKS ON ST. LOUIS FIRMS 


Scheme Is to Have Bogus Letter and 
Check Sent Ahead of Fake 
Salesman. 

A scheme by which hotel keepers in 
the trade territory of St. Louis have 
been swindled out of at least $40,000 in 
the last 16 months was revealed by Post- 
office officials today. Forged checks, 
bearing for the greater part the names 
of. St. Louis concerns, have been. cashed 
in hundreds of communities in the South 
and Southwest in’ amounts ranging from 

$25 to $300. 

Information concerning the swindle is 
given out by postoffice officials as a 
Warning to hotel keepers to scrutinize 
carefully all checks cashed by them. 
Circulars containing fac-simles of the 
forged paper have also been widely dis- 
tributed. 

Two swindlers, who pose as traveling 
representatives of various companies. 
register at hotels and call for any mail 
that may have been received in advance 
of their arrival. Invariably a letter is 
waiting, and the letter always contains 
a check purporting to be an expense 
voucher from the swindler’s ‘‘firm.”’ 

The letter is opened in the presence 
of the proprietor, manager or clerk of 
the hotel, when’ the swindler explains 
that he expects to be in town several 
days, finds himself a “‘little short of 
cash,"’ and asks that the check just re- 
ceived be cashed. 

A check purporting to be drawn on the 
H. W. Kastor and Sons Advertising Co. 
of St. Louis is most frequently used. 
For a time one purporting to be drawn 
on F. C. Taylor & Co., fur dealers of 
St. Louis, was employed. 


DETAILS OF LIBERTY BOND 
. ISSUE BEING ARRANGED 


Payments Will Be Made in Install- 
ments—St. Louis Credited With 
$25,000,000 Subscription. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Details of the 
$2,000,000,000 liberty bond issue nearea 
completion today at a further confer- 
ence of treasury and Federal Reserva 
Board officials. While the entire pro- 
gram.is subject to revision, indications 
are that the conferees have agreed on 

the following features: 

Maturity—The bonds to be redeemablw 
by the Government at its option, in 15 
years and due in 8 years. 

Denominations—The minimum denomi- 
nation be $100, the maximum $100,000. 

Terms of payment—A small percent- 
age, ranging from 2 to 5 per cent and 
probably 2% per cent to'be payable at 
the time the subscription is offered, the 
balance to be paid in installments. 

There probably will be at least four 
installments, possibly six. Installments 
may be called for every two weeks or 
every 30 days: 

In the tabulation of offers to sub- 
scribe to the loan, St. Louis has been 
credited with $25,000,000, the sum esti- 
mated by Rolla Wells, governor of the 
St. Louis Reserve Bank; as the total 
St. Louis banks will take. This places

TESTFES BAKER 
SAD HE LED ABOUT 
ARSON DEFENDANTS 


Robert Maypole Also Tells: of 
Conference Between Three 
and State’s Witness. 


Robert Maypole, an insurance agent 


in the Pierce Building, testified in Judge 


Stlelds’ court today that Herbert O. 


Baker, chief witness for the State, re- 


peatedly told him taat he (Baker) had 
lied about Julius R. Bersch, Harold G. 
Gilmore and Harry C. Imel, who are 
being tried on a charge of conspiring to 
burn the store of the Gilmore-Bonfig 


Decorating Co., at 4455 Olive street, to, 


obtain $35,000 insurance. 

Baker was jointly i:dicted with these 
three defendants, but he pleaded guilty 
and agreed to be a State’s witness. His 
sentence has been withheld pending the 
outcome of the presert trial. 


Maypole said that just before en- 
tertng the courtroom today he met 
Baker in the corridor and Baker 
tcld him that he had been told by an 
insurance adjuster named Bentley to 
try to induce Imel to testify falsely 
and promise him that if he did so 
he would go free and receive his 
share of the Gilmore-Bonfig insur- 
ance. Imel, on the witness stand yes- 


terday, told of this proposition, which } 


he said he rejected. 

Continuing, Maypole testified that 
in December, 1915, Buker entered his 
office and told him he had been to 
the office of Thomas T. Fauntleroy 
then an attorney for the defense, and 
Fauntleroy had kicked him out. He 
said he had wanted to tell Fauntle- 
roy he “had Med about the boys.* 


Says Baker Admitted Lying. 

At Baker’s request, Maypole said, he 
arranged with Bersch for a meeting be- 
tween Bersch, Gilmogre, Imel and Baker 
in his office. At this meeting, he said, 
Baker told the three defendarits now 
on trial that he had lied about them un- 
der the direction of insurance men and 
detectives. 

Tella Dameron, who described herself 
as an osteopathic practitioner, testified 
that on July 25, 1915, the day after the 
fire, she went to the Gilmore Home to 
treat Mrs. Gilmore and was there from 
about 7 a. m. to 3 p. m. Gilmore, she 
said, was at home and no one called on 
him. This was to controvert testimony 
that Bersch went to .Gilmore’s home 
that day and arranged for the adjust- 
ment of the fire loss. 

On cross-examination, the osteopath 
was asked how she knew Gilmore was 
home in the forenoon. She replied that 
she knew it because she had also treat- 
ed him for pains in his shoulders. 

Mrs. Gilmore, who had been in the 
witness room, was called to the stand. 
She testified as to the osteopath’s visit 
on July 25, 1916. 

‘Was your husband well at that 
time?’’ asked Special Prosecutor Hal- 
vey. ; 

‘Oh, yes,’’ she said, 
came there to treat me.”’ 

Gilmore, on cross-examination today, 
testified that the business of the Gil- 
more-Bonfig Decorating Co., although 
insured for $35,000, was sold a short time 
before the fire for less than $7000. 

Of this amount, he said, $27 was in 
cash, $2739 in bills receivable and $1500 
was paid for a lease on the property. 
Gilmore said an inventory of the com- 
pany’s stock, which he made in January, 
1915, four mon:hs before the sale, showed 
it to be worth more than $47,000. His 
explanation of the sale of this property 
for less than $7000 was that there had 
been disagreements among the partners.

HOPE HELD OUT FOR 


EARLY SOLUTION Ot 
U-BOAT PROBLEM 


Members of Naval Consulting 
Board and Naval Officials 
Confer at Daniels’ Home. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—That Ameri- 
can inventive genius soon will find a 
solution of the problem of how to meet 
the submarine menace is the hope held 
out today by high naval officials and 
members of the Naval Consulting Board. 
They conferred last night -at the home 
of Secretary Daniels over experiments 
with devices already tried out and those 
in prospect. 

Officials declined today to go into de- 
tails concerning the conference. It be- 
came definitely known, however, that 
one result was the decision to have the 
naval board’s experts continue their ex- 
periments with inventions designed to 
combat the submarines. 

Additional information on experiments 
with devices for combatting German, 


| 


submarines came to the Navy Depart- 
ment today from scientists who have’! 
been working independently of the Naval 
Consulting Board. Conferences of board 
members with Secretary Daniels con- 
tinued today. 

There is no doubt that navy officials 
were deeply impressed by what was dis- 
closed at the conference last night. Ex- 
tensive practical tests already have been 
made with striking results. 

Secretary Daniels, in discussing the 


work of the board, declared its mem-f 


bers believed that they were on the right 
road and were going to ‘‘turn out some- 
thing worth while.’’ 

‘“‘We have gone over all the problems 
connected with combatting the subma- 
rines,’"’ said Secretary Daniels, ‘‘and ex- 
perts of the consulting board will con- 
tinue their experiments with inventions 
designed to eliminate the menace. [I 
can only say this concerning their work 
~—that their plans are no dream. They 
are very important and very far reach- 
ing.’’ 

It was intimated that the -experts 
working on definite means of fighting 
the submarines have eliminated from 
consideration many suggested devicos 
and now are centering their experiments 
on a few, one or twa of which they 
hope will prove effective against the 
underwater boats. 

Other officials declared the scientists 
were coming down to “brass tacks;"’ 
that the period of reaching out after 
every suggestion was passing, and that 
definite crystallization of the work on 
which the foremost American experts 
have concentrated was certain to come 
soon. 

Those at the conference were Secre- 
tary Daniels, Admiral Benson, Chief of 
Operations; Rear Admiral] Taylor, Chie? 
Constructor; Rear Admiral Griffin, 
Chief Engineer; Rear Admiral Earle, 
Chief of Ordnance; Rear Admiral 
Grant, Chief of the Submarine Service: 
and Capt. William Strother Sniith, who 
forms the connecting link between the 
department and consulting board and 
other scientific bodies. 

W. L. Saunders, chairman of the con- 
sulting board, headed the representation 
of scientists, which included the follow- 
ing members of the board’s Committee 
on Special Naval Problems; Lawrence 
Addicks, chairman; Thomas Robbins, 
Elmer A. Sperry and Benjamin B. 
Thayer. 

Reports also were available from 
Thomas A. Edison, who is at work on 
a somewhat different line of investiga- 
tion.

The situation in Petrograd is con- 
cerned chiefly with the possession of 
arms by a body of workmen known as 
the “Red Guards,’’ who incited the 
shootings on the Nevsky Prospeckt Fri- 
day night. Investigation shows that two 
deaths were caused by explosive bullets, 
but possibly they were fired into the 
crowd by provocative agents who were 
formerly members of the police. 

Arguments advanced by delegates of 
the Council of Workmen and soldiers 
before the Tauride Palace today, went 
to show that arms have been given to 
only a small minority of the workmen. 
Of 40,000 rifles which have disappeared 
since the revolution 232,000 cannot be ac- 
counted for except a few in the posses- 
sion of the men working in the Par- 
vianin iron works. 

For the first time the lights in Petro- 
grad were extinguished last night. There 
were reports seemingly well founded 
last evening that Zeppelins were about 
to make a raid and drop bombs on the 
public buildings. Sut no Zeppelins were 
seen or heard.

CALLED WAR NECESSITY 


Way Must Be Found to Dis- 
tribute Increased Crops, 
Speaker Declares. 


The River Conferenge, in session at 
the Missouri Athletic Association, adopt- 
ec today resolutions urging the co-oper- 
ation of all industrial and commercial 
interests of the Mississippi Valley and 
the financial assistance of capitalists for 
the immediate establishment of adequate 
barge lines between St. Louis and New 
Orleans, also between Minneapolis and 
St. Paul and the lower river, and for 
the establishment of such barge lines 
cn the Missouri, Ohio and Illinois rivers. 

The resolutions declare that it is ab- 
solutely indispensable that every possi- 
ble resource of the country be made 
serviceable for the welfare of the na- 
tion, at war with Germany. 

One strong, active organization was 
favored. Municipalities were urged to 
ecltablish river termina!s. Congress was 
urged to make immediate appropria- 
tions for completion of improvements 
on the Mississippi. Missour! and Ohio 
rivers. Efforts of Illinois to connect 
Lake Michigan with the Mississippi 
were commended. 

Increased food production is not going 
to save the country from disaster un- 
less there is concurrent development of 
transportation for its distribution, 
Samuel A. Thompson of Washington, 
secretary of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Conference, asserted in ad- 
dressing the conference. 

Railroad congestion, he said, was go- 
ing to get worse. From every quarter 
the cry was raised to produce. Produc- 
tion was being speeded up, he pointed 
out, but production without distribu- 
tion was Wike the St. Louis free bridge 
when it was without approaches. 

.Unless there was speedy improve- 
ment of transportation, he declared, the 
increased production would not avail 
and the country would be facing not 
only commercial disaster but military 
disaster. 

It was not only necessary, he con- 
tinued, that railroad and water trans- 
portation be improved but that they be 
co-ordinated. The country would not 
be able to use its full military force 
until there was such development and 
co-ordination. 

Experience of Germany. 

The great need, he said, was for the 
development of water lines to relieve the 
congestion of the rai] lines. He told of 
the development of Germany’s railroads 
and waterways which enabled that 
country, during the war, to use the 
railroads for military purposes exclu- 
sively and carry on its domestic and 
export commerce on the rivers and 
canals. 

Berlin, he said, situated on a river 
that would scarcely be called a creek in 
this country, had spent $8,000,000 on docks 
before the war and $9,350,000 during the 
war. 

V. R. Lansing of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, asked for data as to the 
number and size of boats and barges on 
the Mississippi River and its tributaries 
that are not in use. 

Chairman Sanders announced that 
Lansing had found some idle craft in 
St. Louis and expressed his amazement 
that anything that can float should be 
idie at such a time as this, when boats 
and barges can be sold for three times 
their pre-war value. 

Director of Public Utilities Hooke of 
St, Louis, speaking for Mayor Kiel, said 
that the Mayor was for anything that 
would improve the transportation faciii- 
ties of the city and the country. He 
told of the docks that the city is build- 
ing and of the belt railway system that 
is being built up. He reminded the dele 
gates, however, that docks and belt 
would avail nothing unless the business 
men provided transportation facilities. 
St. Louis, he declared, was acting its 
best and would continue doing its best 
to make the Mississippi River a new 
artery of commerce.

Col. Irwin Ran Risk of Punish- 
ment in Furnishing Barracks 
‘Musicians. 


James E. Smith, who was vice chair- 
man of the Reception Committee for the 


French War Mission, said today to @ 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had) 
been surprised by the failure of a num- 
ber of members of the committee, whom 
he described as being “‘not all of French 
or English descent,’ to attend the 
breakfast given at the M. A. A. Mon- 
day in honor of the visitors. They also 
failed, he said, to pay for their break- 
fast reservations at $5 each. 

Smith made public, for the first time, 
the fact that St. Louis union musicians 
had refused to play at the Coliseum 
demonstration Sunday night, in honor 
of the French visitors. In the emergency 
an appeal was made to Col. Irwin for 
the use of the Jefferson Barracks band, 
and Col. Irwin granted the request, at 
the risk of incurring -punishment for 
himself. A recent act of Congress for- 
bids military bands to play in places 
where paid musicians might otherwise 
be employed. . : 

“] Had to Do All the Work.” - 

“Mayor Kiel named me as vice-chair- 
man of the reception committee,’ Smith 
said, “and as he went to Excelsior 
Springs, I had to do all the work. I was 
somewhat surprised at the personnel of 
the committee named by the Mayor, 
chiefly because the list did not include 
more representatives of the _ city’s 
French families. There were only a few 
of these, while I know of others who 
would have been glad to serve in the

“The fact of membership on the re- 
ception committee implied that. one 
woulu be at the M. A. A. breakfast; and 
would pay %5.for his reservation there. 
But the fact is that a number of mém- 
bers of the committee did not show up 
at the breakfast, and did not pay for 
their reservations. These men were not 
all of French or English descent. Per- 
haps they were detained by business or 
illness.

Troublen With the Union, 
“Our troubles with the union must- 


clans were precipitated Saturday, the 
day before the arrival of the visitors. 
Noel Poepping, who is of French de- 
scent, had been chosen to head the 
band which was to play at the Coli- 
seum. He called me up, greatly agi- 
tated, and said the president of the 
Musicians’ Union had refused to permit 
any member of the union to play in 
the Coliseum. 

“Tt called up Oliver Richards, chair- 
man of the Committee on Music, and 
he got into touch with the union people. 
He was told that a month before, non- 
union musicians were employed at a 
pure food show in the Coliseum. It 
seems that the promoter of the show 
wanted to hire 15 union musicians, and 
when he found that he could not ge: 
fewer than 25 from the union, he got 
nonunion men. 

“On this pretext the president of the 
union declared that no union band 
would play in the Coliseum. I do not 
believe this was the real reason. I 
think it was simply a strike of Ger- 
mans against playing in honor of the 
French visitors, who were the guests 
of St. Louis and of the United States. 

Appeal to Col, Irwin. 

‘I went to Col. Irwin at the Barracks 
and appealed to nim, in view or the 
emergency, to send the Barracks band 
to play at the Coliseum. He quoted to 
me the law against the use of military 
bands in places where other hands 
might otherwise be used. This law was 
passed at the demand of labor unions, 
for the purpose of preventing military 
bands from taking the place of union 
bands. 

“Col. Irwin said that if he permitted 
the use of the band he might be held 
to have violated the regulations. I 
agreed with him that the case might be 
held to come under the law, but I urged 
that, in this case, he should take the re- 
sponsibility, rather than that St. Louis 
should be disgraced. I promised him 
that, if any attempt was made to cause 
trouble for him because of his action, I 
would get together a delegation of busi- 
ness men and go to Washirgton, and 
appeal to the President and the Secre- 
tary of War in his behalf. He gave us 
the band, and I stand ready to keep my 
promise/if anyone tries to make trouble 
for Col. Irwin ’’ 

Wanter Their Babies Kissed. 

Smith said that, in the week in which 
he was in charge of the reception ar- 
rangements, he was deprived of most of 
his sleep by persons who telephoned to 
his home, asking for opportunities to 
meet the French visitors. Marshal Jof.. 
fre was in chief demand, and Smith said 
several persons asked that Joffre 
should kiss their babies. One woman 
thought it ought to be possible for Smith 
to arrange matters so that she might 
get a brass button off the Marshal's 
coat. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
Mayor Kiel’s home this morning to seek 
his version of the matters mentioned by 
Smith, as to the Reception Committee's 
personnel. It was said that the Mayor, 
who is under a physician’edeare, could 
not be seen or questioned in"Eny way.

WISE AND UNWISE TAXATION. 

No greater mistake could be made by Congress 
than to increase the postage rates on newspapers 
and periodicals to such an extent that circulation 
would be greatly curtailed. It is of prime impor- 
tance at all times, and particular in war, that the 
people have full information of all events and con- 
cerning all matters that affect them and their 
Government. 

Inhibitory postal rates in effect mean the sup- 
pression of the press. Circulation is the life of 
publication, It is not only necessary to its ex- 
istence, but to its value as a distributer of news, 
a forum of discussion, a guardian of public wel- 
fare and an agent of civilization. 

Every factor in the country must bear a fair 
share of the burden of taxation, but inhibitory or 
unwise taxes on publications strike at the root of 
good government and efficient public co-opera- 
tion. 

The schedule of rates bears heavily on small in- 
Taxes should 
be put on all incomes down to $1000, at least for 
the unmarried and $2000 for the married; but 
they should be small. With the present cost of 
living there is not more than fair existence for a 
family with a $2000 income. The surtax should be 
light on modest incomes and increase heavily on 
large incomes which exceed the needs of the larg- 
est families. A man with an income running into 
hundreds of thousands can more easily bear 50 
per cent tax than a man undef $10,000 can bear 
2 per cent. 

As compared with incomes the inheritance taxes 
are ridiculously small. Inheritances represent ac- 
cumulated wealth, which pass under statute law in 
the main to those who have not earned it, and wien 
it reaches sums above the needs of widows and 
children they spell luxury without labor. Three 
per cent in inheritances between $1,000,000 and 
$2,000,000 are bagatelles, depriving no one of any- 
thing but excess wealth. The graduations on the 
vast excesses of wealth above this are ridiculously 
small compared with other taxes. 

Tariff taxes are borne by every consumer, rich 
and poor, so that they should be carefully laid 
to avoid adding much to the present excessive 
cost of living. 

The war taxes should be laid strictly in propor- 
tion to ability to bear them. No legitimate busi- 
ness should be driven to the wall, poverty should 
be spared hardship, Wealth, luxury and excess of 
all kinds should bear the burden. 
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MR. ACWORTH AVERTS A PERIL. 

W. M. Acworth comes over from England to 
warn us against the danger of Government own- 
ership of railroads. We sbould be gratefully ap- 
preciative of his great interest in our behalf. 

Mr. Acworth’s statement that the Government- 
owned lines of Europe are not a success recalls 
the common American judgment that many of the 
privately owned lines there are not much of a suc- 
cess either. However, conditions in a little coun- 
try like England, whose trunk roads, in mileage 
and other appointments, are about on an equality 
with interurban trolley lines here, hardly afford 
an analogy of value for this country. Even if 
Government ownership there proved a wise policy, 
it would not follow that it would be wise here. 

It has been decided that the Constitution meant 
exactly what it said when it declared that Con- 
gress has power to regulate interstate commerte. 
Equipped with the means of dealing drastically 
with some of the grosser abuses of private owner- 
ship, perhaps we can edge along—with Mr. Ac- 
worth’s help, of course—-for another 25 years 
without being forced to public ownership. 


It is to be hoped that the patriotic example of 
Circuit Attorney McDaniel will not fail to receive 
its due meed of emulation. The worthy prose- 
cutor has announced that he is ready to give up 
the time he has devoted to golf to spading up 
garden in the Catlin tract or elsewhere. 

The measure of his sacrifice must not be alone 
the fact that he is turning away from a diverting 
pastime. Making garden is no light task. To 
those whose hands have grown soft and whose 
waist-lines have become rather plethoric through 
living in a city it is genuine teil. While Mr. Mc- 
Daniel should énjoy many active vears before he 
reaches the stage where extreme physical exertion 
is to be shuaned, it can scarcely be said that his 
figure still retains the sylph-like outlines of his 
earlier youth. Yet when he is leaning his husky 
frame against a spade-handle and the fountains of 
honest perspiration are leaking al! over his manly 
countenance, the spectacle shculd pe one from 

wkfch the slacker should obtain more profit than 
Joy.

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FOR WAR OR PEACE. 
The Shipping Board's plan for the expenditure 
of $1,000,000,000 in constructing steel and wood- 
en ships to meet the submariné menace is a war 
measure of first importance. 

It is possible that American inventors will 
get a scientific solution of the submarine prob- 
lem, but they have not yet done so, however 
much progress they have made in that direction. 
The issue is 80 serious that the country can af- 
ford to leave nothing to chance. . 

Whatever inventive genius may eventually ac- 
complish, we know already that the submarine 
danger in its most critical aspects can be over- 
come by building cargo ships faster than U-beats 
ean destroy @ieém. This may be & clumsy and 
expensive method; but it is the best there is 
now, and it can be abandoned or modified when- 
éver thore effective means are found. 

The Board’s program involves the construction 
of 6,000,000 or 6,000,000 tons of shipping during 
the next two years and the mobilization of all 
the shipbuilding facilities of the country to that 
The war may not last two yéars, yet it 
may lest longer. The only safe cour#e to take 
is the one the Board has adopted. If the war 
is over sooner, 80 much the better, but In all its 
preparations it is the duty of the Government to 
assume the United States is confronted with at 
least two years of warfare.

construction of these ships. Upon them may de- 
pend the outcome of the war. With all the steei 
and timber resources of the country to draw on, 
the Board’s plans can be carried out if Congress 
provides the money, and about that there should 
be no question. 

This is not only a war measure, but a peace 
measure, for when hostifities cease we shall have 
the ships that are left for a amercantile marine 
that will be absolutely necessary for the use of 
American trade and commerce. A Dillion dol- 
lars for cargo ships may seem like a staggering 
sum of money to Congress, but fn the end it will 
turn out to be one of the cheapest investments 
that the United States ever made. 
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THE GAIN I8 MUTUAL. 

What a revelation the United States must be 
to the French Commission! Even members who 
have been in this country before see it with new 
eyes as an ally rousing its great forces to action 
in the war. 

These men, who have been in the heroic strug- 
gle of France since August, 1914; who have seen 
the French army almost overcome, have seen the 
rally at the Marne and the desperate conflict to 
drive the enemy out of French territory; who 
know the exhausting draft on French manhood 
and French resources, realize the value of aid in 
the critical phase of the war. 

The French visitors, with a clear knowledge of 
her own needs and the needs of her European al- 
lies, see here in America a nation of 100,000,000 
people, with boundless resources, marshaling her 
forces to throw them into the balance with France. 
They find here food and abundant raw materials 
for war supplies; they find vast industria] plants 
already organized for productive activity. They 
find for the purposes of this war unlimited man 
power to be turned into efficient armies. 

Last, but not least, they have found a gsPirit of 
good will and affection towards France and an 
enthusiasm for the success of the war which as- 
sures the concentration of the marvelous energy 
and genius of the people in preparation to win 
victory. 

We are putting heart.into our allies. Their con- 
fidence is strengthened and their energy quick- 
ened for the finishing stroke. And our French 
visitors have aroused our spirit. They have 
touched our hearts and strengthened our will. 
The benefit of the visit is mutual. We are one 
in purpose and will co-operate to our common end. 
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German peace agitators in Berlin are being 
hunted down as spies. The time will come when 
these men will be acclaimed for their foresight 
and devotion to the country. 
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GOMPERS FOR LIBERTY AND LABOR. 

Faithful, alike to the United States, to the 
cause of organized labor, to liberty and progress, 
Samuel Gompers’ appeal to the Council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Deputies in Petrograd is as 
fine in inspiration as in expression. Whether 
heeded or not, it must stand as a model of in- 
dustrial democracy. 

Mr. Gompers clearly shows that the worthy 
ends of the Council can be gained only by the de- 
feat of autocracy, and that German intrigue in 
Russia is necessarily hostile to such a purpose: 
that commitments at this time to the broad propo- 
sition that. there must be “no annexations or in- 
demnities” are certain to be in the interest of the 
military despotisms resting upon those ideas 
which fear the necessary readjustments of peo- 
ples and the measures that will correct past 
misdeeds, and that the purpose of the American 
commission headed by Mr. Root is not to inter- 
fere with the local affairs of the Russians, but to 
help them to maintain their liberties, and, by a 
victorious issue of the war, secure them forever. 

The conquests which the allies seek in this war 
are chiefly moral. With tyrannized nations and 
races free to determine their allegiance and sup- 
ported therein by the triumphant democracy of 
the world, despotic rule must soon come to an end 
in Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey. In 
warning his Russian brethren against yielding 
to the blandishments held out to them from Ber- 
lin, Mr. Gompers renders stalwart service for 
both democracy and labor.

RUSSIAN DEMOCRAOY’S TASK. 

The most sincere well-wishers of the Russian 
people have hardly dared to hope that after their 
easy overthrow of the Czar’s Government they 
would settle forthwith into uninterrupted internal 
peace. 

Political liberty has nowhere else been pur- 
chased at so cheap a price by such a vast popu- 
lation; and the facts of history, whether with re- 
spect to China recently, or to France, more re- 
motely, indicate that a tragic balance is still due, 
to be paid by the Russians in the revolutionary 
currency of tears and blood. 

If this further price must be paid, {f revolution 
is to break out afresh, will Russia detach herself’ 
from the group of Prussia’s enemies? That is a 
question the answer to which fnvolves the most 
ominous consequences, 

The future may be read in but one way, and that 
dimly, which is by the light of the past. It may 
be pertinent, therefore, to recall the somewhat 
similar experiences of the French from 1789 to the 
close of that century. In that year the third estate 
—the.plain people—backed by the army, reduced 
the extravagant Louis XVI to impoténcy and com- 
pélled him to acknowledge the National Assembly, 
which they had instituted. «a revolution wae thus 
inaugurated which ran @ sanguinafy course of 10 
years, during which the King himself was tried, 
convicted and executed. The guillotine served 
each succeéding internal faction to secure its 
power in disposing of the preceding one. 

Yet in the midst of this internal war French 
armies gained some of thetr most brilliant victo- 
ries over the armies Prussia, Austria, Russia and 
Great Brit#in, which were fighting to make 
Europe safe for monarchy. Monarchy today is 
‘fighting im its last stronghold. Its success would 
miéan a@ far greater external Canger to Russian 
demotracy than could come from any internal 
source. : 

This, it cannot be doubted,.is as solemnly un- 
derstood in Russia today as it was in France more 
than a century ago. Peace with Prussia can mean 
but one thing—the defeat of Russian democracy

Much Food Wanted by 
Serving Too Large Portions 


A tremendous waste in the family food 
account occurs when adults or children 
do not eat all that has been put on 
their plates at table. What is left is 
génerally, thrown away. ‘This can be 
overcome Wby serving a small amount at 
a time. 

Spinach is a much more agreeable 
means of introducing iron into the »ody 
than medicine: that is, if in cooking it 
has not been lost. Wash spinach care- 
fully and put in a saucepan. Cook in 
its own juices and under no consider- 
ation throw this juice away. Should 
there be more than wished, cook the 
liquid dc wn to the quantity desired. This 
holds good in the case of all greens, in- 
cluding beet, turnip and radish tops. 
The wild greens are not generally 
Known and seldom taught. We miss 
mueh by this lack of knowledge. Nar- 
row leaf dock, lambs auarters, wild 
mustard, dandelion, sorrel and the very 
young and tender pokeberry leaves—all 
these wild greens are to be had for the 
picking. Perhaps a combination of any 
or all will give a better flavor than one 
variety. 

Leaves from the outside of a head of 
lettuce, too torn or tough to be used for 
salad, can be cooked by themselves if 
there are enough; or added to other 
greens. A cream of lettuce soup can be 
made by straining them, after cooking, 
ivito a white sauce. How often cauli- 
flower leaves find their way into the 
garbage can. Try cooking them until 
they are thoroughly done, chop, and 
lseason. You will fnd@‘that you have a 
vegetable for two days, when only one 
had been considered. 

Swiss chard is more economical to 
raise than spinach, for the leaves only 
are cut and the plant is left to grow 
more leaves. At the end of the season 
the stalks are cut, cooked and served 
as one would asparagus. 

Our queen of fruit, the apple, when 
made into apple sauce must not be 
wasted by paring, but cut into quar- 
ters and cooked. When strained the 
skin and core only will remain, and all 
that is valuable of the apple will be

this way. Glass jars are scarce, and tin 
cans are not to be had, so save the jars 
ani cans for vegetables which cannct 
be dried or packed in salt. Directions 
for drying fruits and v egetables are very 
simple. Cover a board or slab with a 
clean cloth; on this place whatever is 
to be dried and cover with a netting 
held up from the board by supports at 
the corners of the board. This is ‘o 
keep off the flies. Put the board in 
the sun, but be sure to bring it in un- 
der cover before the dew falls. Other- 
wise there is danger that the fruit or 
vegetables will be spoiled. This process 
must be repeated each day until the 
fruits or veretables are thoroughly dry. 
Lima and butter beans, peas, string 
beans, corn, apples, peas and peaches 
can easily be dried this way. Corn and 
string beans must be partially cooked 
before drying. 

Corn can also be salted down ina 
crock or jar. Sprinkle a layer of cori 
Slightly with Salt, cover with corn and 
then salt until jar or crock is filled. 
oe each layer of corn down well. If 

a jar is used, seal as usual; if packed 
in a crock, cover first with A clean 
cloth and then with the lid. The cloth 
may have either to be renewed or 
washed at intervals. String beans can 
be cut into strips and salted in th's 
Way. Jars are preferable to crocks for | 
String beans. ‘This is. not an ideal way 
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from a dietetic standpotnt, for much 
of the mineral matter is lost in the salt. 


A Simple Way to Can , 
Rhubarb in Cold Water 


The time for canning rhubarb is at 
hand. A simple and quick way is to 
wash, cut in pieces and pack in jars. 
Hold the jars under the cold-water fau- 
cet and let the water run into them for 
several minutes. Seal the full to over- 
flowing jars in the usual way. 

Very sweet fruit, such as peaches, 
can be put up without sugar, and the 
sugar saved for those fruits which need 
it. ‘Evaporated fruits and peaches, apri- 
cots and apples especially, will keep all 
winter. Their flavor is more like the 
fruit itself than much of that canned. 
Wash it thoroughly, if netessary, scrub. 
Soak in water to cover over night. In 
the morning put fruit and water in 
which it was soaked in the upper rt 
of a double boiler. Cook until thor- 
oughly done; if necessary, sweeten. If 
fresh peaches and apricots are not at 

hand for ice cream, dried or evaporated 
ones cooked In this way are much bet- 
ter than those canned. ;

TO OPPOSE IRISH PARTITION 


Archbishop of Dublin Says He has In- 
’ formation That Country Virtually 
Has Been Sold. 
LONDON, May 9%.—The morning pa- 
pers print a manifesto issued in Ireland 
by 18 Roman Catholic Bishops, three 


‘Protestant Bishops and five chairmen 


of county councils, protesting against 
the partition of Ireland and appealing 
‘to the peoplé to sign a protest against 
such a step. The manifesto is declared 
to be unprecedented, in that it is the 
first time Irish prelates of the Roman 
and Protestant churches have combined 
for a political aim.. 

In some of the Dublin dispatches it is 
contended that the manifesto has killed 
any idea of settling the Irish difficulty 
by the separation of Ulster. This view 
is disputed, however, by other commen- 
tators who quote a letter by Dr. Walsh, 
the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Dub- 
lin, and one of the signatories to the 
manifesto. 

Archbishop Walsh says some people 
might wonder why it was thought worth 
while to sign a manifesto against par- 
tition, as they might assume that ‘“‘the 
miserable policy”’ was abandoned 
months ago. He assures his readers 
that, on tthe contrary, the plan holds a 
place in today’s practical politics, and 
“T think it is my duty to write 
this, although, from information which 
has just reached me, I am fairly sat- 
isfled that the mischief is already done 
and the country practically sold.” 

The conclusion drawn in some quar- 
ters of Ireland from the Archbishop's 
‘etter is that the Nationalist party, if 
wot committed to some settlement on 
the basis of partition, at least has been 
considering such a step.
